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1. DAMASCUS (AP) - HAK CONCLUDED "VERY POSITIVE" TALKS 
TODAY WITH SADAT ON AN ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL IN SINAI AND 
FLEW HERE SEEKING SYRIA'S SUPPORT. 

"WE ARE STILL IN BUSINESS." HAK TOLD NEWSMEN BEFORE MEETING 
WITH ASSAD. 

PRIVATELY, U.S. OFFICIALS SAID SYRIA WAS NOT OPPOSED TO A 
SECOND STAGE AGREEMENT BETWEEN EGYPT AND ISRAEL AND MIGHT 
ACTUALLY FAVOR ANOTHER GOLAN HEIGHTS ACCORD. 

SIGNIFICANTLY, AN EDITORIAL IN THE OFFICIAL SYRIAN 
GOVERNMENT NEWSPAPER AL THAWRA CALLED FOR MILITANCY 
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WHETHER THE POLITICAL ENDEAVORS GO TO GENEVA OR STAY HERE." 
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UNTIL NOW SYRIA HAS CONSISTANTLY DEMANDED AN IMMEDIATE 
RESUMPTION OF THE GENEVA PEACE CONFERENCE. 

A SENIOR AMERICAN DIPLOMAT SAID FURTHER SIGNIFICANT 
PROGRESS WAS UNLIKELY BEFORE HAK RETURNS TO THE REGION 
AROUND MARCH 10. STOPPING FIRST IN CAIRO, HE PLANS TO 
WORK OUT THE DETAILS THEN OF A SIZEABLE ISRAELI PULLBACK 
IN EXCHANGE FOR MOVES BY EGYPT TOWARD ACCEPTANCE OF THE 
JEWISH STATE. 

U.S. OFFICIALS SAID AN AGREEMENT WOULD INVOLVE A DOCUMENT 
SIGNED BY BOTH EGYPT AND ISRAEL. BUT THESE OFFICIALS 
WOULD NOT GO INTO DETAIL EXCEPT TO HINT THAT ONE 
ELEMENT OF THE SETTLEMENT WOULD INVOLVE REPLACING THE OIL 
ISRAEL WOULD LOSE BY GIVING UP THE ISRAELI-OCCUPIED ABU 
RUDEIS OIL FIELDS. 

IN A CEREMONY AT TAHRA PALACE, HAK AND FM FAHMY SIGNED 
AN AGREEMENT UNDER WHICH THE U.S. WILL LEND EGYPT $80 
MILLION TO FINANCE IMPORTS OF AGRICULTURAL AND INDUSTRIAL 
EQUIPMENT, SPARE PARTS AND OTHER ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES. 

THE LOANS ARE REPAYABLE OVER 40 YEARS AT 2 PERCENT, WITH 
A 10- YEAR GRACE PERIOD. 

IN A STATEMENT AT CAIRO AIRPORT HAK SAID HE CONSIDERED 
HIS TALKS WITH SADAT TO HVE BEEN "VERY POSITIVE". 

HAK ADDED: "WE HAD A VERY EXTENSIVE REVIEW OF ALL ELEMENTS 
THAT ARE INVOLVED IN PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST. I LOOK 
FORWARD TO COMING BACK HERE IN A FEW WEEKS." 

2. DAMASCUS (UPI) - HAK FLEW TO SYRIA TODAY FROM 
CAIRO, SAYING HIS TALKS WITH SADAT WERE "VERY POSITIVE" 

AND HIS MIDDLE EAST PEACE MISSION WAS "STILL IN BUSINESS." 

A SENIOR OFFICIAL ABOARD HAK'S PLANE SAID THE SECRETARY'S 
MISSION WAS THE MOST DIFFICULT SO FAR OF ALL HIS 
SHUTTLE-DIPLOMACY TOURS OF THE MIDDLE EAST. 

THE OFFICIAL SAID THE EGYPTIANS AND THE ISRAELIS WERE 
FAR APART ON TERMS FOR A SECOND-STAGE TROOP PULLOUT IN 
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SINAI BUT AGREEMENT WAS NOT HOPELESS. 

HAK MET WITH SYRIAN PRESIDENT HAFEZ ASSAD SHORTLY AFTER 
ARRIVING IN DAMASCUS. A HIGH AMERICAN OFFICIAL SAID NO 
NEW NEGOTIATIONS WITH SYRIA WOULD BE STARTED, BUT 
INSTEAD THE TWO MEN WOULD GIVE A BROAD REVIEW OF THE 
MIDDLE EAST SITUATION. 
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IN CAIRO, AFTER FINISHING A MEETING WITH SADAT, HAK SAID 
BEFORE BOARDING HIS AIRLINER, "I CONSIDER THE TALKS 
WERE VERY POSITIVE." 

A SENIOR AMERICAN OFFICIAL SAID HAK WILL REPORT TO ISRAELI 
LEADERS IN DETAIL ON SADAT'S POSITION TONIGHT IN 
JERUSALEM, BUT HE SAID HE DID NOT EXPECT ANY ANSWER FROM 
THEM NOW. 

THE OFFICIAL SAID HAK WILL FLY TO JORDAN FRIDAY AND TO 
SAUDI ARABIA BEFORE RETURNING TO THE ME EARLY NEXT 
MONTH, AFTER THE ISRAELIS AND THE EGYPTIANS HAVE HAD TIME 
TO PONDER POSSIBLE COMPROMISES. 

THE SENIOR OFFICIAL SAID THAT WHILE EGYPT AND ISRAEL WERE 
FAR APART ON TERMS OF AN ISRAELI PULLBACK IN THE SINAI 
DESERT, HAK WOULD NOT BE RETURNING TO THE AREA IF HE 
FELT THE SITUATION WAS HOPELESS. 

THE OFFICIAL ALSO SAID HE BELIEVED THAT BOTH SIDES WOULD 
HAVE TO SIGN SOME AGREEMENTS, BUT HE REFUSED TO SPECULATE 
ON THEIR NATURE. ...
